And whereas subsection (7) of section 
766 of the Municipal Act provides that, 
on the recommendation of the Minister 
of Municipal Affairs, the Lieutenant- 
Governor in Council may by supplemen- 
tary Letters Patent extend the area of a 
regional district or add such further 
powers, obligations, and duties as are 
deemed in the public interest, and sub- 
sections (2) to (6) of the said section 
apply mutatis mutandis: 

And whereas the conditions and require- 
ments of the said section 766 have been 
duly complied with: 

Now know ye that by these presents 
We do order and proclaim that the fol- 
lowing powers, obligations, and duties 
are added to the powers, obligations, and 
duties of the Regional District of Comox 
Valley: — 

1. The regional district has the power to 
undertake a study of the water resources 
of the regional district. 

2. The regional district may undertake 
any work or service for and on behalf 
of any member municipality, other than 
an electoral area, or on behalf of an im- 
provement district, upon such terms and 
conditions as are mutually agreed upon, 
provided that such work or service is 
within the powers of the municipality or 
the improvement district, and provided 
that the entire cost of any such work or 
service shall be borne by the municipality 
or improvement district concerned. 

3. With respect to that part of the 
regional district not within a city, district, 
town, or village, the regional district has 
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all the powers of a district municipality 
under Part XVI of the Municipal Act 
except sections 589 and 590, and the pro- 
visions of the said Part, except sections 
589 and 590, apply mutatis mutandis. 

4. The annual cost of the general ad- 
ministration of the regional district, in- 
cluding the remuneration and expenses of 
the Chairman and Directors and the 
annual cost under paragraph 9 of the 
Letters Patent incorporating the regional 
district and paragraph 1 of these supple- 
mentary Letters Patent, including any 
deficit from the previous year, shall be 
apportioned among the member munici- 
palities on the following basis: The share 
of each member municipality shall be in 
the proportion that 

(a) the full assessed value of land and 
seventy-five per centum of the as- 
sessed value of improvements 
within the member municipality as 
fixed in the immediately preceding 
year for taxation for 

(i) general municipal pur- 
poses in the case of a member 
municipality which is a city, dis- 
trict, town, or village; or 

(ii) school purposes (exclud- 
ing all the property of the Brit- 
ish Columbia Hydro and Power 

Authority) in the case of a mem- 

ber municipality which is not a 

city, district, town, or village 
bears to 
the total of such assessed values 
within the regional district.

LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY 
PRIVATE BILLS 





Excerpt from Standing Orders Relating 
to Private Bills 


100. (1) All applications to the Legis- 
lative Assembly for Private Bills of any 
nature whatsoever shall require the pub- 
lication of a notice clearly and distinctly 
specifying the nature and object of the 
application, and when the application 
refers to any proposed work, indicating 
sufficiently the location of the work, to 
be signed by or on behalf of the applicant. 

(2) Such notice shall be published in 
The British Columbia Gazette and once 
a week in one leading daily newspaper 
freely circulating in all parts of the Prov- 
ince. The notice in such newspaper to 
appear on Wednesday of each week. 

(3) When the proposed Bill is of such 
a nature that it may particularly affect 
one or more electoral districts, the notice 
shall furthermore be published once a 
week if possible in some newspaper in 
every electoral district affected, or if there 
be no newspaper published therein, then 
in a newspaper published in the electoral 
district nearest thereto. 


(4) The publication of such notice shall 
in all cases be continued for a period of 
four weeks during the interval of time 
between the close of the next preceding 
Session and the consideration of the peti- 
tion. 

97. No petition for any Private Bill 
shall be received by the House after the 
first ten days of each Session, nor may 
any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the first. three weeks of each Ses- 
sion, nor may any report of any Standing 
or Select Committee upon a Private Bill 
be received after the first four weeks of
